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MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR, then mentioned that on 
January’ 31, 1966, he nad been in contact with Dr, LINUS 
PAULING, who stated that the Peace Marchers dealing with 
Vietnem had not made any changes in Vietnam policy, therefore, 
something should be done on the political front.

We further fully recognize that the greatest threat 
to American democracy comes from the racist and rigkt wizrg forces 
in coaliticz with the mcst reactionary secticrs of the ecczomic 
power structure, usi-g the* tosl cf axti-Cummunism to divide azxd 
destroy the uzified struggle of the werkizg people. AS ycung 
pecple in the fcrces struggling fo> democracy, we stall actively 
Strive to defeat these reactiozary azd neo-facist elemerts and 
to achieve cctplete frcedc™ a-d democracy for ali Americans, thus 
enabling each izdividual to freely choose and build tke society 
he would wisk to live in. Through these struggles we feel the 


American people will realize the viability of the socialist 
alternative.”
